As factory shifts ended, thou- 
sands of workers from every 
corner of the Russian-occupied 
zone of Germany headed for 
West Berlin where the free 
American food is being distrib- 
uted to Soviet-zone Germans. 

They came by road and rail. 
Reports reached West Berlin of 
massed delegations en route 
from the chemical works of the 
vast Leuna plant at Merseburg, 
from the railway yards and 
shops of Magdeburg and Frank- 
furt-on-Oder, and from the 
mines of Saxony. 

Many of them had been the 
leaders of the anti-Communist 
revolt which swept East Ger- 
many June 17. 

The massed march of workers 
was organized to use the protec- 
tion of numbers against Red at- 
tempts to halt them or to con- 
fiscate their food parcels. They 
were scheduled to pour into Ber- 
lin over the weekend. 


Germans Herded Into Rail Sta- 
tion, Stripped of Food. 

BERLIN, July 31 (AP)—Com- 
munist police today began mass 
confiscation of United States gift 
food parcels which East Ger- 
mans are bringing back from 
free West Berlin. 

The confiscation campaign be- 
gan at the big rail terminal in 
Potsdam, southwest of Berlin, 
where the Red police intercept- 
ed hundreds of persons return- 
ing with the food. The Potsdain 
station was surrounded by po- 
lice, and the food bearers were 


stripped of their gifts. 

West Berlin police immediate- 
ly began broadcasting warnings 
to East Germans to avoid the 
Potsdam station and try to get 
home by other routes.

The 
federal debt now exceeds 272 
billions. 

The action came after Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Humphrey 
and Budget Director Joseph 
Dodge presented the Adminis- 
tration’s case in a closed meet- 


ing.

At the climax of a long and 
distinguished career he achieved 
a power second only to that of 
the President of the United 
States. His greatest ambition 
was to be President, as his fa- 
ther, William Howard Taft, had

that ambition he was doomed to 
heartbreak and failure. 

Three times he came close to 
getting the Republican nomina- 
tion—in 1940, 1948 and 1952— 
but on each of those great occa- 
sions last-hour’ politics and the 
circumstances of the times pulled 
the big prize out of his grasp. 
More liberal forces prevailed. 
Taft came closest in 1952, only 
to be engulfed by a tidal wave 
of popular support for Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, the soldier-hero 
newly turned to politics. 


A Political Paradox. 


Politically he was a paradox, 
repeatedly successful at the 
polls despite the burden of a 
rather wnpolitical personality. 
He won the nickname “Mr. Re- 
publican” but. nevertheless he 
couldn't get the party’s nomina- 
tion. His Republican opponents, 
superbly organized in 1952 and 
sensing the best chance in. 20 
years for a G.O.P. victory, 
argued “Taft can’t win.”

LEWISTOWN, Mort., July 31— 
A long-standing rivalry between 
the Department of Agriculture 
and the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers over flood control in the 
Missouri river valley cropped 
up again at yesterday’s session 
of the Missouri Basin Interagen- 
cy Committee. 

The region’s top-ranking ag- 
riculture official conceded, un- 
der questioning, that his depart- 
ment’s plan to fight floods with 
up-stream soil conservation and 
small dams is not intended to 
supplant the Army’s system of 
huge reservoirs. 

However, indirectly challeng- 
ing Army claims that it eventu- 
ally can control even the larg- 
est floods in the river, he re- 
torted that he knew of no agen- 
cy that “would dare to say it 
could stop floods.” 

The flare-up came in a discus- 
sion of an experimental program 
of watershed “flood prevention” 
by the Agriculture’s Soil Con- 
servation Service for which Con- 
gress has appropriated $5,000,- 
000, for use in 50 limited areas 
throughout the country. 

A. E. McClymonds,. regional 
director of the S.C.S., asserted 
that a network of small dams on 
tributaries and methods’ of 
“keeping the water on the land” 
would be sufficient to take care 
of the biggest flood that might 
occur within a 25-year cycle. 

He added that the program 
also would cut the peak flow of 
the largest flood which could 
be expected within a 100-year 
cycle and increase benefits from 
hydro-electric dams downstream 
by reducing the amount of river 
sediment that gradually fills up 
reservoirs. 

McClymonds was asked point- 
blank by Gov. Siguard Anderson 
of South Dakota, a proponent of 
big Army dams, whether he 
thought the Soil Conservation 
Service program “might be de- 
veloped to a point where we 
would not need large structures 
for flood control.” 

McClymonds ___ replied 


'“the water has to go some- 
| where.” 

| “Your answer, then, would be, 
‘No’,” Anderson interjected, 

Persisting in his questioning, 
Anderson asked McClymonds if 
he felt both kinds of programs 
—Army and agriculture—were 
necessary for control of floods. 
McClymonds agreed that both 
were necessary. 

Brig. Gen. W. E. Potter, Mis- 
souri division engineer for the 
Army, complained that the term 
“flood prevention” used by Mc- 
Clymonds in describing the ag- 
riculture plan has generally been 
taken to mean control of all pos- 
‘sible floods. He emphasized 
ithat McClymonds was talking 
about control of floods in the 
25-year cycle and not the largest 
floods which could be expected 
in a 100-year period. 

McClymonds acknowledged 
that the Army engineers role is 
“to take care of the 100-year 
floods.” Then he remarked: “I 
ihaven’t seen any statements 
‘printed anywhere where any 


could stop floods. I don’t know 
that any agency would dare to 
' say it could stop floods.”

“For the first time in its history China has a modern army 
able to fight a modern war. This army is a product of the Korean 
wat. Prodded by the pitchfork of necessity, China’s Red govern- 
ment has in less than three years built up a military machine 
that Red sources say would otherwise have taken 20 years. 


The global significance of 
Chinia’s military strength is yet 
to” be realized. But there is 
little doubt that China’s 3,000,- 
000-man army, backed up by a 
militia of perhaps 3,000,000 more 
men, not to mention manpower 
reserves running into tens of 
millions, will be a decisive force 
in shaping Asia's future. 

“Come Back for More.” 

“The Chinese have taken 
everything we have to throw at 
them except the atomic bomb 
and © wine warfare,” said a Unit- 
ed tes Army colonel whose 
business it is to know the Chi- 
nese army. “And they've come 
back. for more.” 

In January 1951, when the 
United Nations army was in re- 
treat under the impact of a 
massive Red offensive, I met 
Col. Paul Freeman, one of our 
ablest regimental commanders, 
in .@ snow-covered mountain 
pass north of Wonju. 

Knowing that Freeman had 
served as a military attache in 
Nationalist China, I asked him 
what he thought of the Chinese 
soldier. 

“When I was in China,” he 

wryly, as the crackle of 
rifle fire sounded suddenly 
closer. “I didn’t think much of 
him. These people here are 
different. They're good.” 

Freeman's surprise at the per- 
formance of the Chinese soldier 
was typical of many Americans 
who thought they knew China 
best. 

Under foreign leadership, 
American or British, the Chin- 
ese fought indifferently at best. 
Americans who saw the Nation- 
alist Army in action—or inac- 
tion— were singularly unim- 
pressed 

Yet the Chinese Red soldier 
in Korea today is physically no 
different from the Chinese’ Na- 
tionalist soldier of five or ten 
years ago. In many cases he is 
the same person. 

What happened? 

What happened is that under 
Communist leadership the Chin- 
ese soldier has come of age. He 
has demonstrated that mastery 
of modern weapons and ma- 
chines is not a white man’s mo- 
nopoly. 

Battlefield Bravery. 

He has demonstrated, too, 
that bravery on the battlefield 
is not the exclusive property of 
the western soldier. 

There used to be a saying in 
China, among cynical foreigners 
viewing the chaos of China: 
“There’s nobody smarter than 
one Chinese and nobody more 
stupid than two of them.” 

This was a way of saying the 
Chinese could not work to-

gether. The Reds have demon- 
strated that Chinese can work 
together. 

Crouching in his foxhole in 
the lonely Korean mountains, 
awaiting the enemy attack, many 
an American soldier has heard, 
without understanding, the shrill 
Chinese battlecry: 

“Tuan-ji ju-su li-lian.” (“Unity 
is power.”) 

Whether at home or in battle, 
unity is Red China’s central 
theme. 

Psychologically, the greatest 
success factor in the Red army is 
Chinese nationalism or, more 
broadly speaking, “Asianism.” 

The lowly Chinese, cook, 
laundryman and bottle-washer to 
the western world, has learned 
how to use that great equalizer— 
the gun. 

Even anti-Communist Chinese 
are proud that a Chinese army, 
regardless of its political color- 


ing, could stop the great Ameri- ato 


can military machine. 
Vastly-Improved Army. 

The Chinese army that poured 
down from Manchuria in No- 
vember 1950 was primitive by 
western standards. It still is 
primitive in some respects, in 
communications, in its lavish use 
of manpower. But it is a vastly 
improved army. 


The most notable tactical 
change is the absence of “human 


mander could justify such losses 
as the Chinese suffered in the 
early days of the war; the Reds 
today are more sparing in the 
expenditure of human lives. 

Their attacks are preceded by 

heavy artillery preparation. 
Their artillery still is a long 
way from being as good as ours, 
which may be the best in the 
world, but it is good enough to 
hurt. 
The Red soldier has no lux- 
uries, no post exchange and no 
kleenex, but he has been getting 
all the rice he wants. And he 
is mobile. 

He has no rotation, no point 
system and officially he has no 
gripes, for his mail is severely 
censored. But except for hard 
work and too many political lec- 
tures, he has few complaints. 

He gets no pay, as do soldiers 
of capitalist countries. His Red 
masters are supposed to supply 
all his needs, including the sup- 
port of his family back on the 
farm. 

Discipline in action and 
speech is strict. The “classless” 
people’s army is far more class- 
conscious than our own army. 
But the Chinese soldier does not 
seem to mind, for he is blindly 
obedient. Any hint of a “sub- 
versive” thought is immediately 
pounced on.

Parliament’s upper house 
voted unanimously for the meas- 
ure, which already has been ap- 
proved by the lower house. The 
measure now goes to President 
Theodor Heuss for his signa- 
ture. 


The Bonn Parliament previ- 
ously had approved the payment 
to israel of $822,000,000 in goods 
because of Nazi treatment of 
the Jews. 

The internal restitution law 
applies only to Nazi persecu- 
tion within Germany. Payments 
will be made to individuals— 
mostyl Jews—for physical in- 
juries and property luss. 

Pensions will be paid to sur- 
vivors of those who died from 
persecution. Persons with phys- 
ical disabilities traceable to the 
Nazis will receive a minimum 
of 30 per cent of their estimated 
earing power while in good 
health.

End of a Sad Debate 


President Eisenhower's request last April for 
special immigration of European refugees was 
intended to promote our foreign policy. But the 
bills now passed by the Senate and House hard- 
ly fulfill his request and the debate on them 
was positively harmful. 

Even the President’s April proposal was, as 
Marquis Childs observes in his column opposite 
this page, only a “token” toward better immi- 
gration policy. Congress had ignored Mr. Eisen- 
hower's urging to revise the McCarran Immigra- 
tion Act. The President then sought special im- 
migration quotas, first to help refugees from 
Iron Curtain tyranny, second to influence the 
elections in crowded Italy, long since past. 

The “token” was steadily reduced to a smaller 
token in Congress. The President had asked for 
admission of 240,000 refugees in two years. The 
Senate has just voted 63 to 30 for 209,000 refu- 
gees in three years. The House proposed 217,000. 

Moreover, Mr. Childs says, the measures are 

full of “gimmicks.” A European seeking refuge 
here would have to be assured of re-admission 
to the country of his nationality, where he might 
be executed, or to the nation in which he ob- 
tained his visa, where he would probably be 
unwelcome. 
, Most of the unwise and arbitrary powers 
given our officials abroad by the McCarran Im- 
migration Act are also reinvoked against refu- 
gees. So it is an open question as to how many 
of the oppressed could ever make the grade to 
this promised land of freedom. 

The resulting legislation cannot be viewed as 
a great victory for the Administration or our 
foreign policy. It is too much the handiwork of 
three months of obstructionism and anti-foreign 
prejudice in Congress. 

Senator McCarran, author of the restrictive 
immigration law which compelled the request 
for special quotas, led the wrecking crew. First 
he sat on the bill in committee, then saw to it 
that the measure was rebuilt to his order, and 
finally voted against it anyhow. Now he threat- 
ens to tie it up unless House conferees agree 
to his version. 

Congressman Burleson of Texas even charged 
that refugees included the “worst dregs of hu- 
manity” and, he added, “It is rare to see the 
name of Smith, Jones or Brown among them.” 

It sometimes seemed that the opposition 
wanted no immigrants but native-born Ameri- 
cans. The irony of this could hardly have es- 
eaped the Communist propagandists in, for ex- 
ample, East Germany, where bitter revolts have 
added to the harvest of refugees. 

A final note of hypocrisy came from Senator 
Jenner of Indiana, who charged that the Senate 
bill discriminated against non-Europeans. 

The fact is that the bill was supposed to con- 
cern Europeans only, that the non-European pro- 


visions were mostly offered by its enemies, and , 


Senator Jenner fought it all the way. 

After all this, the only real answer to the 
echoes of congressional prejudice abroad in the 
world would be passage of the refugee bill in 
its original form. That would give the Admin- 
istration what it wanted—a token of freedom 
for hopeless European refugees. 
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Austria on Its Own? 

The most significant item in the news about 
Russia's assumption of Red Army occupation 
costs in Austria probably is the comment of a 
British Foreign Office spokesman that Vienna 
has been negotiating directly with Moscow un- 
beknown te the Western capitals. 

Remission of the occupation charges, esti- 
mated at more than $5,000,000 a year, only 
matches action taken by the United States six 
years ago, and does not begin to compensate for 
the Russian looting of their zone to Austria, But 
following other concessions, it fits neatly into 
the pattern of Moscow’s peace offensive. 

The question arises, however, whether Mos- 
cow is trying to make “peace” only with the 
Austrians or whether the Soviet Union is inter- 
ested in a general agreement. Russian advice to 
Austria to withdraw its support from the “short 
form” treaty—devised by the Western allies 
after years of discussion with the Reds got no- 
where on a more detailed treaty—suggests that 
the Kremlin either is in no hurry to get to- 
gether with France, Britain and the United 
States or that it would like to confront them 
with a statement that the Austrians themselves 
favor the form of pact sought by Russia. 

This seems a rather ineffectual form of inter- 
national politicking. The Western powers would 
hardly be impressed by such trumped-up Aus 
trian support of the Russian position. And Vi- 
enna is not likely to sign any bilateral pact 
which might be the first step toward becoming 
a Russian satellite. The Austrians have had too 
many unpleasant experiences with Russians. 

But in a Europe shifting more and more 
toward national self-assertion, Austria may be 
trying its own hand at speeding up a process in 
which outsiders have been stalled all too long. 
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School Board vs. Governor 

The decision of the St. Louis Board of Educa- 
tion to question Gov. Donnelly’s veto of the 
“bonus” appropriation for Missouri’s schools is, 
to say the least, debatable. 

The board says it only wants to know whether 
the Governor has the power to veto an appropri- 
ation of this kind in view of the constitutional 
declaration that he “shall not reduce any ap- 
propriation for public schools.” But in view of 
the suits filed by the Missouri State Teachers 
Association, the Springfield Board of Education 
and other school districts, that question will be 
decided. A separate suit by the St. Louis board 
seems unnecessary. 

If the Governor is held in error by the courts, 
their ruling will mean a short-range gain for the 
St. Louis schools. It will give them an extra 
$490,000 in each of the next two years. But 
school board members might ask themselves 
whether that represents a fair share of the 
$9,250,000 “bonus” voted by the Legislature. 

Such a decision, in the long run, would tend 
to support the current scatter-shot way of hand- 
ing out state school funds. It probably would 
delay the adoption of a distribution based on 
genuine need and a showing that local school 
districts had done their honest best to raise 
school funds locally. 

St. Louis taxpayers have not only authorized 
school bonds but have repeatedly voted to in- 
crease their school levy. Yet some school dis- 
tricts have used every possible device to hold 
local taxes to a minimum while relying to an 
unwarranted degree on state funds. 

The issue is by no means one of reducing 
state school expenditures. Missouri can and 
should spend more on its schools. But state 


funds should not make up for inadequate local 


efforts: they should raise educational standards 

above what local taxes can provide. 
Obviously, the state should be more helpful 

in poor districts than in those well able to main- 
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to the establishment of such a basis. turns 
out that way, even the St. Loulg school board 
may find itself a little better off financially. 


Bad News for St. Louis Housing 
St. Louis, along with other cities, is begin- 
ning to learn what a heavy blow has been struck 
at the public housing program in Congress. 
Until Republican members of the House 
launched their drive to kill off this program, 
St. Louis had plans in various stages of devel- 
opment, and had received in effect a Govern- 
ment commitment for ultimate financing, on 
4602 low-rent dwellings to help clear its slums. 
The House leaders did not quite succeed in 
killing the program altogether. But they placed 
it in such jeopardy: that St. Louis will be lucky 
to salvage 530 units—little more than 10 per 
cent—from the wreck.

What is going to be done to prevent it? 
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O Cruel Necessity! 

Congress has been placed in a cruel dilemma 
by the Administration's last-minute decision to 
recommend a higher national debt limit. 

Politically, the request ig most painfully em- 
barrassing to the majority party. The Republi- 
cans came into office as the party of budget 
austerity, the party of economy, and here they 
are, being asked to make it possible for the 
Treasury to hike the debt beyond $275,000,000,- 
000. 

No doubt the Republicans can already hear 
the derisive speeches that will be made by their 
opponents in the congressional campaigns next 
year—speeches not likely to be drowned out by 
answering cries that the fiscal situation was in- 
herited from the Democrats. 

Yet if Congress can put aside the politics of 
the matter, it has no choice but to do what 
President Eisenhower has done—bite the bul- 
let and submit to painful necessity. There is no 
use pretending that the debt ceiling can be kept 
at an arbitrary figure when appropriations, taxes 
and spending plans approved by this Congress 
require borrowing beyond the ceiling. 

Senator Byrd says the Administration ought to 
“ration” its spending to keep within the present 
ceiling. The Administration can quite fairly 
reply: “Why didn’t Congress ration spending?” 

The truth is, as Senator Capehart for one was 
willing to admit, that Congress fully shares with 
the Administration responsibility for the basic 
situation in which the present debt ceiling has 
become inadequate. And the truth is that Con 
gress, like the Administration, authorized the 
spending which Senator Byrd wants to ration 
not out of a passion for extravagance but be- 
cause it wants certain functions, primarily mill- 
tary, to be carried out. 

Promises to balance the budget and to cut ex- 
penditures make fine campaign oratory, but now 
is the time for facing facts. 
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Up With the Old Water Tower 


The old water tewer in North St. Louis repre- 
sents an esthetic problem which requires study 
from the right point of view, namely, the North 
St. Louis point of view. Water Commissioner 
Thomas S. Skinker has achieved that point and 
thus proposes to spend $10,000 te renovate the 
water tower instead of razing it. 

Mr. Skinker says spending for repair would 
be less embarrassing than tearing down the 
tower to the displeasure of North St. Louis. He 
should know. Back in 1943 he proposed to tear 
down the nearby new water tower (which is 
only 15 years newer than the old water tower 
but looks older). The protest was momentous. 
Mr. Skinker was told that the water tower was 
historic, an Oklahoma visitor said it should 
have sidewalk cafes around it, and everybody 
north of Fairgrounds Park agreed it was a thing 
of beauty and a joy forever. 

The beauty of the old water tower certainly 
does not consist of its pristine Corinthian de- 
sign, its 154-foot grandeur or its 83 years of 
age. The beauty of the water tower lies prin- 
cipally in its incomparable uselessness. It has 
not held water in many a yéar, It is thoroughly 
non-functional. It is not even a monument to 
anything in particular. 

In short, the old water tower is worth only 
a jot of design and a tittle of history, but North 
St. Louis would feel lost without this polar bea- 
con. It belongs there because it has been there 
and besides it gleams at night. The rest of St. 
Louis can only envy North Siders who put 
beauty ahead of dull practicality. May their 
esthetic sensibilities spread southward and west- 
ward, or even down-river, where plans for a sil- 
very memorial arch lie on the dispirited river- 
front awaiting a better day. 
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Gov. Byrnes and U.N. 


The appointment of Gov. James F. Byrnes of 
South Carolina as a United States delegate to 
the U.N. can hardly do otherwise than confuse 
and dismay friends of this country among the 
dark-skinned peoples of the world. The ap- 
pointment has now been approved by the Senate 
Foreign Relationg Committee. 

Mr. Byrnes has made himself one of the most 
extreme and provocative spokesmen for the doc- 
trine of race discrimination, He has preached 
segregation in the schools at every opportunity. 
He has declared angrily that if South Carolina 
were required to admit Negroes to its public 
schools it would abandon the public system. 

One of the most distinguished men of our 
time, who also happens to be a Negro, Dr. 
Ralph J. Bunche, has called Gov, Byrnes an 
“anti-Negro bitter-ender.” The appellation has 
been thoroughly earned. 

Americans for Democratic Action and the St. 
Louis branch of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People have pro- 
tested against the Byrnes appointment. A letter- 
writer to the Post-Dispatch today asks how an 
apostle of racial bigotry can sit in a conclave 
whose creed rejects. racial bigotry. 

Gov. Byrnes’s presence among the U.N. dele- 
gation will offend many member nations and 
raise doubts of the sincerity of this country's 
professions. President Eisenhower would do best 
to withdraw the nomination; and if he does not, 
the Senate would do well to reject it.

It's sickening to watch people play 
politics with our university. 

It’s disillusio to see a man cut 
down because he isn’t afraid to fight 
for what he believes in. 

The move to fire George Stoddard 
as president did not come as a mass 
wave of sentiment by students and fac- 
ulty, because most of us realized he was 
a man of high intellectual attainment 
who carried a vision of educational and 
cultural greatness 
for the University 
of Illinois. 

Mr. Stoddard 
may have made 
some administra- 
tive mistakes. He 
may have acted 
hastily in some in- 
stances. But wheth- 
er these mistakes 
were sufficient 
cause to fire him 
Remains open to 
serious question. 

From the point 
of view of many 
faculty members, 
whose opinions are printed elsewhere, 
Mr. Stoddard’s instances of “misman- 
agement” were not serious enough to 
warrant such drastic action. 


But in the minds of politicians and 
many taxpayers, they apparently were. 

These people did not like either Mr. 
Stoddard’s principles, or the way he 
steod up for them. In a part of the 
country notorious for its isolationism, 
his belief in the United Nations was 
odious.

In a community not noted for a 
democratic spirit, his fight to keep the 
university free from racial discrimina- 
tion was dangerous. (Overheard in a 
local drugstore: “I didn’t like the way 
he feeding those niggers at the 
Illini Union.”’) 


In short, he was completely out of 
place in the choking atmosphere of 
conserv and bigotry in the com- 
munity, the Legislature and the state as 
a whole. 

His dismissal means different things 
to differert men.

To liberals who agreed with him, it 
was politics—dirty politics. 

To “Stoddard-haters,” for whom Red 
Grange was the hatchet-man, it was 
about time. 

To the Board of Trustees, it was, at 
worst, a partisan desire to satisfy out- 
raged politicians and to keep election 
promises. At best, the dismissal was a 
simple matter of expediency. 

The Board of Trustees realized that 
as long as Mr. Stoddard was president, 
the university would have a hard time 
in a Republican Legislature. Getting 
anything from money to academic free- 
dom would be difficult. 

Therefore, the best way to keep the 
university’s progress from bogging 
down in a mire of personal antagonism 
was to remove what was considered 
the source of trouble. 

But even if this last attitude could 
be defended, there is absolutely no ex- 
ecuse for the manner in which the ax 
fell. Mr. Stoddard’s crimes do not 
justify the personal blow he was forced 
to take. 

If the Board of Trustees was dissatis- 
fied, it could at any time have sat down 
with the president and told him what 
was wrong. 

Or if the board was determined to 


have Mr. Stoddard’s head, it could have. 


given him a few months’ notice to al- 
low him to look for another job and 
figure out a face-saving reason to re- 
si 


gn. 

As it is, the situation is embarrassing 
for everyone. The Board of Trustees 
may find it difficult to persuade a can- 
didate for the job to subject himself to 
possible similar indignities. 

The damage has, however, been done. 
It is water over the dam, so to speak. 
Mr. Stoddard’s temporary successor is 
certainly worthy of the position. He 
has had long experience in university 
affairs, and can be counted upon to 
conduct his administration with tact 
and soundness. 

But it will take a firm attitude to 
keep the campus from turning into an 
intellectual colony of Springfield. With 
the entire University of Illinois back of 
him, we believe Acting President’ Morey 
can keep that from happening.

McCarran’s Iron Hand.

ARMED FORCES READY 
TO DROP RESERVISTS 


About 27,000 Officers to Be 
Let Out to Meet 
Budget Cuts. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP) 
—About 27,000 reserve officers 
will hang up their uniforms in 
the next 11 months as the serv- 
ices trim down to the man- 
power levels for which Congress 
provided money. 


The Air Force will return the 
greatest number to civilian life 
—about 12,500 who must be 
dropped to make room for new 
lieutenants from the Reserve 
Officers Training Corps. 


The Army said yesterday 
about 8000 reservists would go 
off active duty in addition to 
those finishing regular tours. 
The Marine Corps set its figure 
at 500. The Navy has made no 
official estimate, but an _ in- 
formed guess is 6000. 


The officers will be allowed 
to return voluntarily to civilian 
life or, if necessary, will be sep- 
arated involuntarily. 

The Army also plans to re- 
duce to a minimum the number 
of reserve officers involuntarily 
recalled to active duty. 

Army selection boards will 
meet early next month to comb 
those who will be dropped. The 
board’s decisions are expected to 
be .known by mid-October. 

The selection boards will con- 
sider reserve officers of all 
grades, but the Army said that 
most of those separated volun- 
tarily or otherwise will be first 
lieutenants. They will be given 
at least three months’ notice 
that their services no longer will 
be required. 

Some specialists, such as doc- 
tors and engineers, will not be 
allowed to go voluntarily on in- 
active duty.

‘ HE documentary production of Rachel L. Carson's best- 
~ ling book, “THE SEA AROUND US,” lasts only 61 
. minutes, but in that time is crammed more action than 
»~ you'll see in half a dozen melodramas as the fascinating 
: | story of that strange, cruel world of salt 
water which covers three-fourths of our 
globe is unfolded. In the Academy Award 
winning film at the SHADY OAK and 
PAGEANT THEATERS, there is breath- 
taking beauty and pitiless savagery as a 
collection of color shots from at least 13 
sources are woven together in an absorb- 

ing story of the great oceans and the far seas. 

The film, produced with great competence by Irwin 
Allen of RKO to show the never-ceasing battle for exist- 
ence, the eat-and-be-eaten world of the seas, ranges from 
the Arctic to the South Pacific, from Queensland's Great 
Barrier Reef to the vasty deep of the Mindanao Trench.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


NE reason the inside of a 

house gets hot in the sum- 

mer is the rays from the sun. 
We have found that if these 
rays can be kept out of the 
house, the house will be a good 
deal more comfortable. There 
are several ways in which this 
can be done. 

A good way to keep the sun's 
rays -from entering through 
windows is to equip the windows 
with canvas awnings. Of course, 
the underside of the canvas 
will get pretty darn hot but if 
air is allowed to circulate under 
them, this air won't cause much 
trouble. 

Venetian blinds are another 
way to keep out the heat of the 
sun. The blinds, must, of course, 
be adjusted to deflect the rays 
back towards the sun or at least 
away from the house. 

Many homes are being 
equipped with old-fashion win- 
dow shutters for these, like the 
blinds, keep out the sun’s rays. 
If you want, the inside of the 
shutters can be covered with 
insect screening so that the 
shutters keep out both insects 
and the heat. 

Allowing the roof eves to 
have considerable overhang will 
keep out the sun but this, 
naturally, is usually something 
that must be done during the 
construction of the house. 

If you haven’t got awnings, 
blinds or shutters and extend- 
ing the roof eaves is not 
practical, try pulling the shades 
or drawing draperies over win- 
dows and other glass areas dur- 
ing the day.

‘discovered that many high schoolers are “dangerously under- 


fed” .. . not because of lack of food, but because of un- 
healthy eating habits. Lowest health standards in diet are 
among 13 and 15-year-olds, the report continues. Bad diet 
during crucial teen years can undermine health and well- 
being during your entire future. 

High school girls make a poorer showing than boys, says 
the report, because girls are too figure-conscious and go on 
“diets” that rob their bodies of vital foods needed for 


energy, stamina and good looks. 


Only one-fourth of the teen-agers tested ate enough 
energy-foods to keep their bodies in good condition. 

Boys were found to be below health standards not be- 
eause they don't eat enough, but because they eat the wrong 
things—too many sweets and soda fountain drinks instead of 
good, nourishing, body-building food. 

What can you do about it? Girls can be prettier and 
eurvier by eating regular, well-balanced meals including 
milk. Between meals, substitute fruit, milk or fruit juice for 
sweets and soda fountain drinks.

Successful Fossil Hunt in Kansas 
Professor Went Looking for Reptile Skull in Sea That Dried Up 250,000,000 Years Ago, Found It

complete fossil skeltons of 
four Petrolacosaurus reptiles, 


oldest yet known. Without doubt, 
their fossil remains are the most 


central United States. 


And it is because they are 
complete—having skulls which 


among fellow scientists. 

In announcing the fossil dis- 
coveries, the chairman of the 
Kansas University department of 
zoology, Dr. E. Raymond Hall, 
termed them as of importance 
equal to the recent hooking of 
a living coelacanth (hollow spine) 
fish off the coast of Africa. The 
coelacanth is an individualistic 
fish which apparently has ig- 
nored all physical change for 
nearly 300,000,000 years. 

Dr. Hall’s mention of the 
coelacanth was more than as an 
example. Among the many ani- 
mal and plant fossils found in 
the shale with the reptiles were 
fossils of several coelacanth fish. 

In fact, a 10 by 18-foot exca- 
vation already has laid before 
twentieth century eyes a pano- 
rama of the plant and animal 
life at the very beginning of the 
Age of Reptiles. 

The fine state of preservation 
and variety of life is superior 
to any previously found for that 
age, Dr. Peabody feels. 

Included among the fossils are 
the tracks of an amphibian 
which the 39-year-old paleontol- 
ogist has dubbed the “Alley Oop 
of his day.” This non-scientific 
description of the amphibian was 
rated because its tracks indicate 
it was as big as amphibians ever 
got. 

Dr. Hall, who is Dr. Peabody's 
“boss,” said the reptiles found 
near Garnett may be the “great 
granddaddies of all reptiles.”’ 
The scientists are sure Petrola- 
cosarus is farther along the 
scale of life than the amphi- 
bians, which lived partly in 
water and laid their eggs there. 

If Dr. Hall is right, the fossils 
could add much to the slender 
volume of knowledge regarding 
the branching of the reptiles, 
and therefore the evolution of 
man. The reptiles could do this 
by filling in a gap right at the 
base of the reptile family tree. 
It is at this spot that scientists 
believe the reptile family divid- 
ed into the type which produced 
the dinosaurs and flying rep- 
tiles, and into the mammal-like 
reptiles which grew finally into 
the real mammals. 

Since Petrolacosaurus lived 
during the period this branch- 
ing is believed to have taken 
place, he may really be a miss- 
ing link. 

The little reptiles must have 
been proportioned much like the 
present-day lizards, Dr. Peabody 
said. All the skeletons were less 
than 30 inches long.

grain with an electric needle

Years will be needed to com- 
plete the job. 

To explain why Dr. Peabody 
particularly wanted the reptile’s 
skull, gets pretty involved. But 
the secret of Petrolacosaurus’ 
importance lies in the number 
of holes he hasin his skull. 

These holes, called fenestra- 
tions, vary with the advancement 
of the reptiles up the family 
tree. The ones with a single hole 
are believed to have evolved 
toward the mammals and the 
two-holers toward the still-living 
and the extinct reptiles.

tiles were washed into a river 


and carried to a nearby sea 
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lagoon. This also would account 
for the land plants and conifer 
branches in a marine environ- 
ment. 

Dr. Peabody believes the river 
must have dropped so much sed- 
iment at its mouth that the 
lagoon was sealed off. This 
starved the little marine ani- 
mals but also kept out scaven- 
gers, thus preserving the fos- 
sils as the brackish water gently 
laid its sediments on them.

ture of space. In the past it 
was a common belief that the 
space between stars was com- 
pletely empty. 

Facts which have become clear 
during the present century have 
led most astronomers te believe 
that all knewn space contains 
material of seme kind evea 

in emall amount. A 
great deal has been learned, for 
example, ahout the dust. which 
is strewn far and wide between 
groups of stars. 
there are reasons te believe 
that thin gases are 
through space. It is 
that hydrogen is the mest com- 
men of these gases.

WHAT we call the ‘“atmes- 


upper 
re, and all the way to the sua, 
is probable that extremely thin 
gases exist and serve te carry 
sunshine (‘alse magnetic im- 
pulses) to the earth. 

If that is correct, the gas in 
outer space is so thin that noth- 
ing near the earth can rival it. 
An estimate places the number 
of atoms in a cuble yard of air 
at sea level as more than equal 
te the number of atoms in a 
million cubic miles of “space.” 

In the same way, it is believed 
that extremely thin gases exist 
between stars. Such material 
may explain how starlight can 
come to us across quintillions 
and sextillions ef miles,
